3. FOLLOWING IS SUGGESTED ARRIVAL STATEMENT 
(PARA 4 REF B): 

A. BEGIN QUOTE: IT GIVES ME GREAT PLEASURE TO 
VISIT INDONESIA, IF ONLY FOR A FEW DAYS. I HAVE 
ALREADY SPENT ONE DAY IN BALI, AND OBSERVED JUST A 
LITTLE OF THE WEALTH OF INDONESIAN CULTURE, AND THE 
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HOSPITALITY OF THE INDONESIAN PEOPLE. I AM LOOKING 
FORWARD TO AN EQUALLY PLEASANT AND STIMULATING 
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EXPERIENCE HERE IN JAKARTA, WHERE I HOPE TO MEET AND 
TO EXCHANGE VIEWS WITH PRESIDENT SUHARTO AND OTHER 
NATIONAL LEADERS. 

B. INDONESIA IS ADMIRED IN AMERICA AND ELSEWHERE 
THESE DAYS FOR MANY ACCOMPLISHMENTS, INCLUDING YOUR 
SUCCESSFUL INITIATION OF NATIONAL DEVELOPMENT, YOUR 
FORWARD-LOOKING FOREIGN POLICY, YOUR CONTRIBUTIONS TO 
THE PEACE-KEEPING FORCES IN INDOCHINA AND THE MIDDLE 
EAST, AND YOUR SUSTAINED EFFORTS TO DEVELOP REGIONAL 
COOPERATION WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK OF ASEAN. 

C. OF COURSE AMERICANS AND INDONESIANS CANNOT 
EXPECT TO AGREE ON ALL ASPECTS OF EVERY INTERNATIONAL 
PROBLEM. BUT WE BOTH RECOGNIZE THE NECESSITY OF 
REACHING REASONED SOLUTIONS TO DIFFICULT PROBLEMS AND 
WE ARE CONFIDENT THAT THE WORKING PHILOSOPHY WILL 
CONTINUE TO YIELD RESULTS IN THE FUTURE AS IT HAS 

IN THE PAST. 

D. IT IS IN THE REALIZATION OF THE COOPERATIVE 

SPIRIT WHICH CHARACTERIZES INDONESIAN-AMERICAN RELATIONS 
THAT I LOOK FORWARD TO MY DISCUSSIONS HERE IN JAKARTA.

A. BEGIN QUOTE: I AM SORRY TO BE LEAVING YOUR 
COUNTRY AFTER A VISIT WHICH HAS BEEN ALL TOO SHORT. IT WAS 
NEVERTHELESS BOTH INTERESTING AND REWARDING. I WAS ABLE 
TO HOLD USEFUL TALKS WITH PRESIDENT SUHARTO AND OTHERS 
OF YOUR LEADERS COVERING A WIDE RANAGE OF FIELDS WHERE 
WE SHARE INTERESTS IN COMMON, AS WELL AS A COMMON DESIRE

LEADERS A BETTER UNDERSTANDING OF OUR DESIRE TO CONTINUE 
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CONTRIBUTING IN WHATEVER WAY WE CAN TO PEACE AND 
PROSPERITY IN ASIA AND ELSEWHERE. THANK YOU FOR A 
PLEASANT AND MEMORABLE VISIT. END QUOTE.
